IMPROVING OUR RIVERS. 


The National Rivers and Harbors 


congress has quickly taken a poll of 
the national legislature with regard to 
rivers and harbors Improvements by 
the federal government. The result Is 
surprising. Practically every member 
of both houses acknowledged his inter- 
est In the work, and his belief that a 
more liberal appropriation for the de- 
velopment of the navigable waterways 
was necessary for an equalization of 
freight rates and for talcing- care of 
the growing internal commerce of the 
country. 
The concensus of opinion, It 


was found, ia that a greater general 
interest is all that la needed to spur 
congress to action. 
When the people 


of the coasts and great valleys begin 
to bring pressure to bear on their rep- 
resentatives iii the national legislature, 
the response will be prompt and sur- 
prising. 
Senator Teller of Colorado, 


whose state has no streams that can 
be made navigable, declared in a re- 
cent speech that despite this fact Colo- 
rado would be vastly benefltted by an 
extended development of the Inland 
waters. This attitude is a hopeful sign, 
for a few years back senators and rep- 
resentatives from states 
the coast or lli» larger streams declin- 
ed to lend an ear to any legislation 
seeking appropriations for rivers and 
harbors betterment. 
The work has 


taken on a national importance, how- 
ever, as it is now conceded that the 
benefits, Instead of being local, will 
be widespread when the streams of 
the country are made capable of sup- 
porting traffic. 
It will permit of short 


rail hauls and long carriages by low- 
freight-rate water routes. And this 
condiiton will in no wise injure the 
railroads, for the stimulation to com- 
merce will be so great that the ton- 
nage will be doubled and trebled. 


This is a matter that will enlist the 


attention of congiess. Although Kan- 
sas City. Mo, is far away from Wash- 
ington, still the action of the Com- 
mercial club cf the former city in 
raising $300,00'') for the building of a 
fl«et of river steamers has made a re- 
markable impression on congress. 
It 


has served to bring emphatically be- 
fore the members of both branches the 
growing sentiment in favor of improv- 
ing the nation's waterways, and the 
result Is certain to be beneficial; 
The 


National Rivers and Harbors congress 
for some time has Bought to convince 
the national congress that this ques- 
tion is one that is of paramount Inter- 
est to all sections of the country, but 
with small success. Now that private 
enterprise has determined on utilizing 
the streams as channels for the fur- 
therance of commerce, the national 
lawmakers are 
becoming
